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In respect to attendance and tardiness, Hopkinton’s rec- 
ord shows improvement since the last report. Our percent- 
age of attendance sets a- mark slightly above the State av- 
erage; and four of our schools—West Hopkinton Grammar 
School, Tyler School, Hopkinton Village Primary School, 
and Hopkinton High School—had fewer tardinesses per 
pupil during the past year than the State as a whole. On 
the other hand, the Main Road and Emerson Hill school 
have a record showing about five times as many cases of 
tardiness as are usually found reasonably necessary. 

At the present time the enrollment at Emerson Hill and 
Hatfield schools is smaller than last year. 


Our New ScHoout BUILDING 


At the last annual school meeting, the sum of $11,000 
was appropriated for the purchase and remodeling of the 
Newell house, formerly known as the Contoocook Academy. 
The framework and foundation of this building were found 
to be in excellent condition. Partitions were removed, and 
new ones constructed to provide two classrooms downstairs 
and one upstairs; the upstairs room being equipped with 
folding doors at one end which can be opened to convert 
the room into a small auditorium. There are toilets on 
both floors; steam heat; and the standard provisions for 
light and ventilation. 

This building furnishes the first example in the writer’s 
experience of an old building, which when rebuilt, looked 
in all particulars like new. It is a school of which we may 
well be proud. 


Our Hicu SCHOOL 


The removal of the first six grades from the high school 
building to the new school has made possible certain changes 
which, although not extensive, have been such that admin- 
istration and results are much more easily achieved. The 
classes in home economics have been moved to the room 
formerly occupied by the fifth and sixth grades, on the 
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first floor. The partition on the third floor has been re- 
moved, making two small rooms into one large one, used 
very satisfactorily for agricultural and laboratory classes. 
All in all the physical plant is well adapted to our present 
needs. 

The skating rink back of the high school, built and cared 
for by the local post of the American Legion, has been 
a source of enjoyment both by the pupils and teachers, and 
has done much to relieve our noon hour problem. Efforts 
of this type made by our friends are highly appreciated 
by all. 

There are two reasons why we should aim to maintain 
a high standard of work in Hopkinton High School. One 
is to keep our present standing as an approved Class A. 
school, so designated by the State Board of Education. The 
other is to equip our our graduates for successful work 
in higher institutions. Our crowded colleges are no longer 
welcoming all who hold diplomas from high schools, but 
are requiring also “evidence of capacity, disposition and 
preparation adequate for successful college study.” 

At times during the past three years some have expressed 
to me a dissatisfaction with our high school, stating in ef- 
fect that the work was too easy, and that standards of 
scholarship were low. On the other hand, when teachers 
have asked home study of pupils, there has been anxious 
protest from parents that their children were required to 
work too hard. 

There is an old saying that “there is no royal road to 
learning.” Those of us who attended school a generation 
ago have memories of long study hours that we deemed 
necessary. If we are to raise the standards of our school 
today, we must expect: the pupils to work to accomplish this 
result; and I am convinced that most of them could reason- 
ably handle longer assignments than they now have, without 
suffering from over-study. Those boys and girls especially 
who are intent on higher education, should prepare them- 
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selves for successful work in college or normal school by 
learning how to study effectively before they enter. 

It is a matter of personal regret to the headmaster and 
myself that more of our graduates do not intend to go fur- 
ther in the educational field. Talent often goes unused 
because of lack of initiative and a will to do. Most colleges 
have provisions by which a student may secure necessary 
financial aid, provided the intent of the student is shown in 
deeds. 

The accomplishments of those who have entered post- 
graduate schools from Hopkinton as shown by statistics 
issued by the State Department of Education, has been for 
several years a source of gratification. 


COMMUNITY COOPERATION 


The American Legion and Auxiliary have for two years 
cooperated in conducting a public speaking contest for 
pupils in seventh and eighth grades. Mention has already 
been made of the skating rink, built by the Legion. The 
Woman’s Club has thoughtfully provided hot lunches for 
some of the children in rural schools. Joseph Hazeltine has 
loaned without charge his piano to the high school for its 
use temporarily; and several local organizations are taking 
steps toward providing a fund for the purchase of a piano 
to be left in the school permanently. All these friendly 
efforts in behalf of the schools deserve our gratitude. 


THE GEORGE WASHINGTON BICENTENNIAL 


February 22 of this year marked the two hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of our first President. To plan a fit 
commemoration of the event, there has been appointed by 
act of Congress the George Washington Bicentennial Com- 
mission, which stands ready to cooperate with educators and 
other local workers in a celebration which shall last from 
February 22 till Thanksgiving Day, 1932. 

Much material has been prepared by the Commission and 
is available for the use of teachers. Celebration of this 
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anniversary should include special instruction in the schools 
regarding the life of Washington, as well as public pro- 
grams in his honor. 


POSSIBLE ECONOMIES 


In these days of economic depression and falling prices, 
every item for which public money is spent needs to be 
carefully scrutinized. No doubt many who read this re- 
port would be pleased to learn of specific ways in which 
the cost of our schools could be decreased. 

Year by year, as the school board’s annual budget is 
made out, each item is studied with care, and set at the 
lowest reasonable figure. This year’s requests do not differ 
much from those of a year ago. Prices of school supplies 
are somewhat lower, and fuel can be bought for less, but 
these represent only minor items. 

For several years, we have planned each summer to do 
a thorough job of repairing and painting on some one 
school building, leaving the others in town with such minor 
repairs as seemed most essential. This program could be 
deferred for a year, if it seems necessary, but this is not 
actual saving—it is only postponed spending. 

The schools of Hopkinton are scattered over the town- 
ship, and some of them are small. The only way I can see 
to make a substantial decrease in cost of schools without 
lowering their quality, is to maintain fewer schools, trans- 
porting more pupils and employing fewer teachers. I am 
not convinced that this would be a wise move for Hopkinton 
to make, but I am quite sure it would be possible to decrease 
the cost of our schools by this method. 

In closing, I wish to express my gratitude for the loyal 
spirit of friendly cooperation shown by school board mem- 
bers, teachers, and the community in general.
